THE Post calls the overturning of a 


State government by an armed mob— 
nfter a hundred persons have been kill- 
ed and \ronnded—taking "ptacoable 
possession." Wonder what the Post's 
idea of forcible posaesaiou ia ? 


IT is said that Chief Engineer Seteu 


complains because the City Hnll bell 
does not sound loud enough to arouse 
tim on the occasion of fire alarms. We 
presume such is the case. The people 
of S«n Iieandro niid Haywards say that 
they rarely hear the bell. 


IT ia a disgrace to the city, and an out- 


rage npon a faithful vigilant oftic«r,ihat 
the Captain of th» Police force is com- 
pelled to ride around in a buggy, and 
hia own at that. The importance of the 
position seems to demand something 
better. An open barouche drawn by 
four white horses with mounted attend- 
ants would be more in harmony with 
other prominent features of oar muniei< 
ptl government. If there must be a fig- 
ure-head, let il be made as grand and 
conspicuous as possible. 


A DISPATCH from Virginia City, dated 


September 17th, says: 


At about 11 o'clock last night a fire 


broke ont in n oabiu above A street, 
which called out the entire Fire Depart- 
ment. No serious damage was done, the 
cabin only being consumed. 
While the 


firemen were hauling an engine up Tay- 
lor street, Thomas Merkel, First Assist- 
ant Engineer of the Fire Department, 
ordered William Biefeld, who was stand- 
ing in front of hia residence, to take 
hold of the rope and help. Mr. Biefeld 
had been sick for several days and paid 
no attention to Merkel's order, where- 
upon the latter brutally assaulted him, 
felling him to the ground by a blow with 
his trumpet. He WOH carried into his 
house insensible, and after great suffer- 
ing died this evening. 


We trust that no harm will come to 


-Mr. Merlel on account of the unfor- 
tunate ebullition of official emotion, be- 
cause we want him to come to Oakland. 
He's the man we long have sought and 
mourned because we couldn't hear of 
him. Place Merkel ut the head of our 
Fire Department and he'll straighten 
things in short order. How we should 
like to sec him gallop into a crowd of 
lookers-on, such as may always be found 
at any fire, composed of soft-handed, 
nweet-seented, hard-hearted people who 
know all about putting ont fires, but 
who refrain from lifting a hand to save 
their neighbors' property from destruc- 
tion. And then Tom could make the 
place so much more attractive to those 
San Francisco sleepers, who only take 
on interest in a fire when it gets near 
enough to heat their own walls. 
What 


fan it would De for the boy us he was 
Tunning to the scene of his official duty 
to casually crack the skulls of some of 
these "roosters'' as they protruded their 
bends to see if their property was endan- 
gered. Mr. Merkel displays the energy 
and promptness of a thorough firemen, 
and we are certain that if he could un- 
derstand the condition of affuirs here 
how much such a Chief us he would 
make, is needed—he would leave a city 
which evidently does not appreciate his 
sterling qualities, and take up his resi- 
dence in Athens, beside the hiy sewer 
that is to be. 


orra TIOLATIOK or LAW. 


In March 18CG the Oakland Railroad 


Company obtained a franchise from tho 
Legislature lo run a line of horse cars 
from the foot of Broadway to the present 
site of the University. Along Broadway to 
the intersection of Fourteenth street the 
company was permitted to lay a double 
track; bst from Fourteenth street to the 
terminus the right to lay a single track 
only was gruutc<l. Section eiyht of (he 
act granting the franchise reads ns fol- 
lows : 


Sec. 8. The tonthcrn terminus of said 


rond shiill at all times be at the south 
end or foot of Broadway, ima regular 
trips must be made by tlie cars of said 
company to and frotu tlie south cud or 
foot of Broadway, when running npon 
any other portion of said Broadway. 


The ninth section of this act provides 


that— 


If the provisions of this act are not 


complied with, then the franchise ami 
privileges herein granted shall utterly 
cease and be forfeited. 


The company does not even pretend 


to comply with the requirements of Sec- 
tion 8. 
With a dog-in-the-manger stub- 


borness, they have refusal, not only to 
run their cars to the foot of Broadway, 
but to sell or lease the unused track be- 
tween Seventh and First streets. 
Why 


they have been permitted to openly 
violate the law we do not know, un- 
lens it is that some reliance has been 
placed npon the promises of Mr. Kuox, 
of the City Council, one of the Di- 
rectors of the Railroad Company. 


The action of the company is an out- 


rage upon the property owners at the 
foot of Broadway, and the'only wonder 
ia that they have so long submitted to 
the imposition, when they have had a 
legal remedy to prevent it. 


The Attorney-General is bound to 


commence proceedings against the cor- 
poration for violation of 
franchise, 


upon a proper presentation of the case 
and there is no doubt as to the result. The 
language of the statute is plain ; the ev- 
idence abundant and it will only be nec- 
essary to institute a suit, in order to com- 
pel the company to comply with the law. 


The attention of the Attorney-General 


is directed to this flagrant and continued 
violation of the statutes and we trust thai 
he will take steps to afford the public the 
needed relief and enforce a compliance, 
on the part of the Oakland Railroad 
Company, with theij franchise.

This being an insurrection against the 
State Go\ernru«nt of Louisiana, to aid 
in the suppression of which this Govern- 
ment has been called upon in the forms 
required by the Constitution and laws 
of Congress thereunder, it in not the 
province of the United States authorities 
to make terms with tlie parties engaged 
in such insurrection.

\n I'p-Coutitry Paper'* Opinions. 
The subjoined paragraph is from the 


Nevada Transcript, and is worthy tho 
respectful consideration of many resi- 
dents of Oakland. In this more foggy 
latitude, the mountain editor's opinions 
would seem to apply with double force; 
though it is not likely that they will be 
acted on in any case. People, would 
almost as soon lose their children as 
their shrubbery. There are scores of 
residences in Oakland that are quite 
hiddei from the view of outsiders, by 
reason of the superabundance of natural 
and artificial planting and growth of ve- 
getation. The sun is a stranger to their 
doors. But it is not onr funeral, and 
we merely repriut the folio-wine opinion 
for what it is worth: 


There is scarcely a residence in town 


but is surrounded with a dense forest of 
trees. In many places the hous" cannot 
be sesn from the highway. The houses 
are perfectly sheltered from the sun, and 
the places look gloomy and lonesome. 
In rnoht of the orchards the trees are so 
thick that the sunlight can scarcely pen- 
etrate to the ground. To such an extent 
does this shade question exist that the 
light, cheerful and happy looking home- 
steads which ought to be seen on every 
hand, are turned into dark, cold and 
cheerless dungeons. 
Sunlight is essen- 


tial to life, health aud happiness. _ The 
more our homes are exposed to it the 
better. 
One-half the trees in many or- 


chards should be cut down and a large 
share of the shade trees surrounding 
houses removed, and the balance so 
trimmed as to allow a little sunlight to 
enter the dwellings. 
A few shade trees 


for ornameut do well enough, but when 
they are used to produce perpetual dark- 
ness around homesteads they become - 
nuisance.
